Importation  of   Seedlings  of  Douglas  Pir  Prohibited 
The  Order  of   the  Minister  of  Agriculture   of  Finland,   No. 
85834/35,    of  January  13,   1937    (Siuzbene  Novine  No.    23,    Fen.    2, 
1937),   prohibits  the  importation  of  seedlings  of  Douglas  fir 
(pseudotsuga  douglasi   Oarr.)   into  Yugoslavia  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction of  the  needlecast  disease    (Rha'odocline  pseudotsugae  Syd.). 

Until  further  notice,    the  importation  of  the   seeds  of 
Douglas  fir  is  unrestricted,    since   the  needlecast   disease  is  not 
seed  borne. 
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
